Better yet, they ar* 
establishing good behavior pat­ 
terns and the realization that life 
U easier and happier when every­ 
one cooperates. 
“Even the three-year-old Mike 
takes a keen interest In the 
‘shart’ as he calli it. And though 
we rarely mention them, he is 
ever present calling out ’Mark it 
on the shart, Mom,’ when he has 
been particularly good, ’Mark It 
on the shart.’ 
"Though the children are not 
always In the swing of things, for 
the most part they keep reaching 
I for a star.”
